GLADIOLI 

The  word  gladiolus  comes  from  the  Latin  gladius, 
meaning  little  sword  and  is  used  because  of  the  re- 
semblance of  the  gladiolus  leaves  to  a sword.  The 
first  mention  we  have  of  gladioli  was  in  the  days 
of  the  Romans.  They  wei'e  first  found  in  the 
Mediterranean  region,  then  further  north  in  Europe, 
in  England  and  in  South  Africa.  Such  wonderful 
improvements  have  been  made  by  the  European 
and  American  hybridizers  that  we  can  scarcely 
recognize  these  early  specimens  as  the  forerunners 
of  our  present  glorious  gladioli. 


No  garden  these  days  is  considered  complete 
without  it’s  one  or  more  plantings  of  this  queen  of 
summer  flowering  bulbs.  They  are  not  exacting 
as  to  soil  and  culture.  They  will  grow  and  bloom 
under  the  most  unfavorable  conditions,  but  will  do 
their  best  in  a good  soil,  a sunny  location  and  will 
respond  wonderfully  to  good  care  and  culture. 

Planting  every  ten  or  twelve  days  from  the 
middle  of  April  to  the  latter  part  of  June,  covering 
the  bulbs  about  four  to  five  inches  deep,  will  give 
a succession  of  bloom  from  the  middle  of  July  to 
October.
